Paris, Jan. 29.—Germany’s colo­ 
nies occupied the entire attention 
of two extended executive sessions 
of ihe supreme council of the great 
powers yesterday and the disposi­ 
tion of this small empire, scattered 
over the African mainland, in Asia 
and throughout, the Pacific, is pre­ 
senting a territorial question of the 
first magnitude.
